Competitions will again be open to 
run clubs, game protective associa- 
tions and other organizations in ih2 


province this year for the destruction | 


of egricultural pests, according to 
the announcement made in the last 
issue of the Alberta Gazette. Ag in 
cach of the years since 1924 war will 
be waged on gophers, crows ana mag 
vies. 

A first prize of $200 will be oVered 
ia convvetition to the club or other 
organi.aucn secur..g the greatest 
number of points, c’mputed on the 
number ef gophers, crows and mag- 
pies killed and crows’ and magpics’ 
eggs destroyed. 

Six cash prizes in all will be award 
ed in this competition, the other a- 
wards: to be $150, $100, $75, $50 and 
$25. 

Competition 2 will be open to any 
resident of the province, the points 
which he earns in assisting his club 
being credited to him, Finst prize in 
ths contest is $75. 

Other prizes in this contest will be 
awarded as follows. 2, $60; 3, $50, 
4, $40; 5 to 8, $20 each; 9 to 11, $15 
each; 12 to 15, $10 each; 16 to 35, $5 
each; 36 to 100, $2 each, and 101 to 
150, $1 each. Cash prizes in this com 
petition are not to exceed $670. 

In competition 3 a finst prize of 
$70 is offered to the schodl in the 
province securing the greatest mum- 
ber of points. Competition 4 will be 
open to all schools individually or 
children of school age, and a first 
prize of $75 will be awarded. 

In the school contest five prizes are 
cffered as follows: 1, $70; 2, $50; 3, 
$40; 4, $30; 5, $10. 

Up to a thousand cash awards are 
offered the schoo, pupils’ contest, in 
the following amounts: 1, $75; 2, $60 
3, $50; 4 $40; 5 to 8 $20 each; 9 bo 11 
$15 each; 12 to 15 $10 cach; 146 to 
465, $1. each; and 466 to 1000, 50 
cents each. 

For each crow or magpie killed 
four points will be awarded, two 
points for each foot produced; for 
each egg of a magpie or crow, two 
points; and for each gopher tail, one 
point; all pests to be destroyed be- 
fore November 1. 

The gopher tails, and crows’ and 
magpies feet and eggs taken in the 
campaign should be delivered to the 
nearest justice of the peace or rep- 
resembative of the department of ag- 
ricudture, who wik check them or 
send them to the game branch of the 
department at Edmonton.

PESTS DISPERSED 
BY FREIGHT CARS 


OTTAWA, Ont.—Insect pests have 
been caught stealing rides in empty 
| freight cars. A careful study of sev- 
|eral cans which have been used for 
shipping alfalfa hay revealed the fact 
that 15 per cent of the alfalfa weevil 
in the hay remain alive during a five 
day trip and forty per cent of them 
stand the rigors of a three day trip. 

A check on the’ movement of 
freight cars have shown that they 
often appear in widely separated 
parts of the country in a remark- 
ably short time. It is believed that 
many insect pests other than the al- 
falfa weevil are dispersed over the 
country in this way.

In 1929 the a@peed limit was increas 
ed im Pennsylvania from 35 to 40 
miles an hour and it has béen found 
that tiye increase had no effect on tthe 
number of deaths and injuries in 
automobile accidents. During - the 
year 1928 the number of operator's 
licenses issued in Pennsylvania to- 
talled 1,904,325 and in 1929 the fig- 
ures increased to 2,057,035, 8 per cent 
more than the preceding year. The 
bureau of vital statistics in the State 
department of health reported that 
in 1928 2,080 motor vehicle fatalities 
occurred. In 1929 there were 2,225 
or an increase of less than 8 percent 
over those of the previous year.

The 
average price of bread, it was pointed 
out, advanced three-tenths of a cent 
per pound last fall but had since de- 
chined two-tenths of a cent.

SILVER AND ITS CARE 


The beauty of silver is only main- |! 
tained at the price of constant and 
intelligent care. Since the products 
of the silversmith arts ane among the 
most beautiful objects of the home 
it is obviously important that they 
be kept at their best. The problem of 
keeping silver is much more compli- 
cated today than in the time of our 
ancestors. Our modern houses, for. 
one thing, are oftem pervaded by gas 
fumes, however dilute, which quickly - 
tend to varnish silver surfaces, The 
presence of gas. may not be suffic-: 
ient to be detected by the, ordinary | 
nose, but the silver is soon effected. ' 

In many city homes it is necessary | 
to cleanse the silver as frequently as 
once a week to keep it at its best. | 
Many owners cf silver believe that | 
all that is necessary to keep their. 
plate in condition is to have it ‘rub- 
bed up’at irregular intervals. The. 


i 
work is often jeft. to some careless , 


maid who may work a permanent in- | 
jury with her mistaken zeal in clean | 
ing. The silver thus becomes scratch- ! 
ed or dented and never shows at its 
best. | 

The cleansing of silver has been 
studied by experts whose advice 
should be carefully followed. A num-: 
ber of preparations have been pre- 
pared which will cleanse the silver 
without in the least injuring the sur 
face. The nature of the cloth used in 
polishing is also important and should 
follow the practice of experienced 
cleaners. All owners of silver should 
consult their jewelers about so im- 
portant a matter as the care of their 
silver and follow his suggestions im- 
plicitly. With proper care the family 
silver should gain in beauty with 
each generation and be handed down 
1 as a priceless heirloom.
